war exhibition is remarkable 
chiefly on account of the wide 
variety of the exhibits which 
range from handsome reproduc- 
tions of period furniture to the 
very latest examples of stream- 
lined efficiency in contemporary 
pieces. 


7. reproduction furniture satis- 

fies a demand which will 
always exist, and little may be said 
about it in this review except that 
fine period pieces are now within 
the reach of every pocket as a re- 
sult of the economies effected by 
manufacturers in bringing their 
products into the lower price range. 


There are a number of firms, 
however, who have broken with 
the past and who are showing 
furniture which, both on account 
of its design, cheapness and high- 
grade materials, makes it ideally 
suitable for living conditions to- 
day. 

These firms are not merely those 
which one has come to associate 
with the production of furniture for 
the discriminating few. A number 
of the bievest makers who cater for 
the medium and lower income 
groups have departed from the cus 
tomary furniture and are showing 
some exciting new ideas which are 
sure to be rewarded with big orders 

One big firm has designed a range 
of unit bedroom furniture in 
mahogany and beech which can be 
added to, or taken from, and so 
solves the problems of newly-weds 
who are setting up home and 
visualise an expansion in the future 
This furniture is pleasant to look at, 
well finished and, an important fac 


tor to-day, it is cheap. It is having 
a very good reception at the hands 
of buyers which suggests that it will 
be as popular in England as the unit 
furniture designed by the Scottish 
Co-operative Society was at the 
Scottish Industries Exhibition last 
year. 


This chair, specially made for the 
exhibition, has been named “ Eliza- 
beth.” The picture appeared in the 
“ Daily Mirror” on the opening 
morning. The story behind it is that 
the lady is Mrs. Toper, wife of the 
managing director of Daniel Toper & 
Sons, Ltd.. who are exhibiting the 
chair, which has a 101 uses. The 
frame was designed by Mr. Harold 
Fryer (R. G. & J. Scrivener) who is 
this year's president of the Chair 
Frame Makers’ Association.

That is just one example of the 
good work being done by manu 
facturers. Another maker has in- 
troduced a set of furniture for bed- 
room, lounge and dining-room in 
walnut with sycamore trimming 
This again has been well received 
chiefly because it helps to solve pre- 
sent day living conditions. Each 
piece is designed to serve more than 
one purpose. .The dressing table 
can, for example, be converted into 
a storage unit for the living room. 


The timber and other construc- 
tional materials used in the manu- 
facture of nearly every piece of 
furniture shown is a very high 
standard. As if to make up for 
the substitutes with which. they 
had to contend during the war and 
in the years immediately after- 
wards, manufacturers are insist- 
ing on only the best going into 
their products. 

This is noticeable in two ways. 
Firstly, in the materials which 
actually show; secondly, in the con- 
cealed materials. Such things as 
the backs of sideboards and the tops 
of wardrobes are beautifully finished 
and made from strong, durable 
material which is every bit as good 
as that used in the front of the 
products. 

The “ersatz” materials which had 
a brief vogue when timber was 
short have almost disappeared. Solid 
wood has taken their place. 

On the other hand, other war-time 
developments are being continued 
and improved upon and all the 
advantages of comparatively new 
processes such as wood-bending and 
electronic glue curing, are evident

To Make Long-Term Plans for 
the Future, says Sir Herman 


HE need to set up a form of 
general staff of manufac- 
turers and retailers to deal with 
the future of the industry was 
urged by Sir Herman Lebus when 
he proposed the toast of the Re- 
tail Furnishing Trade at Wednes- 
day’s B.F.M. luncheon at Earls 
Court. 


“J FEEL that there has been much 
thought given to matters that 
affect us in the short term, and that 
we have not been looking ahead as 
we should; that we are leaving the 
future of our industry too much to 
the future,” Sir Herman stated. 

“We have not yet learned to work 
together. The time has come when 
for the good of the public, for our 
own common good, and for the ex 
pansion of our industry, both the 
manufacturers and the retailers 
should have a more realistic grasp 
of their obligations and seek better 
ways and means of discharging 
them.” 

The time had come, he considered, 
when some form of general staff 
should be created from the best 
brains of both the manufacturing 
and retail sides of the industry. 

It should be a staff, the members 
of which should meet very fre- 
quently, which should be, so to 
speak, in continuous session. 

It should probably be a 
velopment of the Confederation. Its 
terms -of reference should be very 
wide and everything of joint con 
cern to manufacturers and retailers 
should be its concern 

“Tn effect, its job would be simi- 
lar to undertaking the development 
of a very ‘targe-scale business,” Sir 
Herman went on, “and I think it 
should use the technique by which 
large-scale business is made to 
grow. 

“That implies bringing under re- 
view every factor, both short and 
long-term, diagnosing causes and 
needs, and finding means and 
methods that would contribute to 
the betterment of our affairs and 


de- 


thus the affairs of those we serve. 

“T have said that we are friends 
and allies, and as such we should 
speak our thoughts freely. 

“There is much with which we 
are concerned that we are almost 
neglecting; much that could prove 
of great benefit to our industry, 
manufacturers, retailers and labour.” 

Sir Herman then pointed out that 
education in the industry was surely 
a matter of first importance to 
them, yet many of their travellers 
and their salesmen knew little or 
nothing of how the furniture they 
sold was manufactured; indeed he 
had met those unable to distinguish 
between quality and rubbish. 

Many who designed the furniture 
sold by retailers had scarcely seen 
the inside of a retailer’s shop. 

They surely knew little or nothing 
of the public who purchased furni- 
ture and what they said about it. 

How they could better design to 
meet public needs was hard to 
understand. 

“Should not those industries 
whose products play their part in 
our activities join with us in con-

sidering how they can effectively 

help us to e better and 

cheaper furniture?” Sir Herman 
asked. 

“Should not the builders of 
houses join with us in considering 
how we can better co-operate to im- 
prove the amenities of the people’s 
homes? 

“Should we not make greater 
efforts to know the public taste and 
needs, and should we not do more 
to guide it when one material or 
another is in short supply, or over- 
abundant supply? 

“And have we not rather 
neglected to guide public taste and 
to co-operate with those who are 
striving to improve it? 

“Should we stand by whilst some 
manufacturers and some retailers 
describe their furniture wantonly to 
mislead, and, indeed, supply furniture 
which does not conform to accepted 
standards; sometimes far from it? 

“Should we accept the peaks and 
valleys of the cycle of trade as 
something sent by nature and make 
little effort to level out these peaks 
and valleys? 

“Gentlemen, these are matters of 
joint concern and but a few ex- 
amples of what we can do to better 
this industry in which we spend our 
lives.” 

Sir Herman went on to say that 
to him this indicated that the 
manufacturing and retail sides of 
this industry must get together; 
not as now at an occasi meet- 
ing of the Confederation, but fre- 
quently, and intimately enough to 
take under review all such matters 
as he had indicated. 

And there were many others. 

The industry was emerging from 
this last war period and its other 
disabilities, and was about to take 
on a new lease of life.

—on a matter of grave importance 


ERE is a matter of the 
highest moment, a matter 
which directly or indirectly 
affects every firm in the furnish- 
ing industry. And it is appro- 
priate that it should be ventilated 
at this particular moment when 
a large proportion of our trade 
will be meeting under one roof 
for the most important furniture 
exhibition in history. 
Here is the proposition . . . as 
far as we have heard it. 


lee It would appear that pre- 
iminary and tentative proposals 
have recently been under dis- 
cussion among some of the 
largest and most reputable of our 
furniture manufacturers. These 


proposals, very briefly, are that 
these manufacturers should make 
an all-out merchandising attack 
on the public; that, by popu- 
— 


their branded products 
through all types of national 
media, they should force a con- 
sumer demand for their guaran- 
teed furniture; in other words, 
that retailers should become 
stockists of branded lines for 
which the manufacturers would 
themselves create the demand. 


On the face of it that might 
seem quite a sound marketing 
policy. But, like all such radical 
= it should be very care- 
ully studied for its possible 
long-term effect. 


tek What would be the first 
result? 

It would mean that only those 
firms with sufficient capital to 
undertake fabulously expensive 
merchandising in the consumer 
market would be able to enter- 
tain such a proposition. 


That, in turn, would mean 
(provided the publicity and mar- 
keting policy were successful) 
that there would be a consumer 
demand only for that furniture 
which had been popularised 
among the buying public. 


Next? We should probably 
see, after a lapse of five years or 
so, an almost complete elimina- 
tion of the smaller manufacturer, 
the manufacturer who could not 
compete with heavy national 
expenditure and whose goods 
would not be in demand by the 
housewife. 


tx That brings us right to 
the core of the whole problem. 

For, if such a state of affairs 
were brought about, it would 
mean that only, say, fifty to a 
hundred furniture manufacturers 
could survive the battle for 
existence. 

AND THAT IS EXACTLY 
WHAT ANY GOVERNMENT, 
BENT ON NATIONALISA- 
TION OF INDUSTRY. 
WOULD WELCOME WITH 
OPEN ARMS. 


xv At the present time the 
furniture manufacturing industry 
consists of many hundreds of 
production units, so many that it 
would probably be incapable of 
nationalisation. But if the larger 
manufacturers, through their own 
deliberate marketing policy, 
brought that industry (for 
nationalisation purposes) within 
manageable proportions we be- 
lieve a Government pledged to ex- 
tend Public Control would jump 
at the chance provided for it. 

That is a very serious con- 
clusion. It has not been arrived 
at without considerable thought. 

And what sound reasons have 
we for our belief? There are 
many, but two factual instances 
will be sufficient : — 

(1) As far back as 1840 
(yes, it is true) nationalisation 
of the railways was considered. 
But there were scores of 
different railway systems then, 
and the project was considered 
impossible. Gradually these 
systems were absorbed, until 
there were only the Big Four. 
Nationalisation followed. 
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(2) Not so long ago, there 
were scores of different com- 
panies providing transport for 
Londoners. The London 
General Omnibus Co. started 
buying up the smaller firms 
and absorbing the “ pirates.” 
Soon came the L.P.T.B. 
Nationalisation followed. 

We believe these instances are 
analogous. We believe they 
should be taken into serious con- 
sideration when there is under 
discussion any change in market- 
ing which would bring the furni- 
ture trade within manageable 
proportions for Public Control. 

And we cannot be accused of 

reactionary thinking, for we 
believe that the elimination of a 
large number of our smaller 
manufacturers would be against 
the interests of the retailer and 
the public, stultifying as it would 
originality of design and con- 
struction, and ingenuity and 
enterprise in presentation. 
%% Someone may say: “ But 
the General Election is not over. 
We may have a Conservative 
Government soon, and threats of 
nationalisation will vanish.” 

Vanish? If there is a swing to 
the Right now, there may equally 
well be a swing to the Left in five 
years’ time. And it would take 
just about five years for any such 
plan as we have heard discussed 
to bring the results we Have 
foreseen.

in such things as moulded plywood 
chairs and backs for seating and 
other pieces of furniture. 

Dark oak and walnut remain firm 
favourites in the “bread-and-butter” 
furniture.

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Carpet Report says- 


Devaluation 
Aggravated 
Shortage 
Problems 


AW material shortages and 
price problems with which 
the U.K. carpet industry has been 
contending have been aggravated 
by devaluation of the pound, and 
the Federation of British Carpet 
Manufacturers is considering the 
advisability of putting a sliding 
scale scheme for adjustment of 
prices before the Board of Trade. 
HIS is stated.in the Federation’s 
second annual report which goes 
on to express concern at shortages 
of jute yarn. Last year the indus- 
try secured less than two-thirds of 
the quantity used before the war, 
and manufacturers, as in previous 
vears, have been forced to use sub- 
stitutes. 

\ still further jute yarn crisis 
now looms ahead, which may be 
attributed directly to devaluation, 
says the report It has recently 
been learned that the January- 
March, 1950, allocation amounts to 
3,510 tons only. 





Result Depressing 


“So far as the carpet industry is 
concerned, the immediate results of 
devaluation have been depressing to 
the last degree,” says Mr. H. 
Aykroyd, chairman. “The an- 
noun¢ement was followed almost at 
once by a substantial increase in the 
cost of nearly all raw materials used 
in the manufacture of carpets, and 
the benefit which might have been 
derived was to a great extent can 
celled out,” 

The report refers to the assertion 
of Mr. Harold Wilson, President of 
the Board of Trade, that there 
should be a substantial increase, 
among other goods, in carpet ex- 
ports to the U.S. “Increased costs 
of production, however, due to rising 
prices of raw materials,” the report 
records, “ have almost ruled out any 
question of a substantial advance.” 

Dealing with proposals for 1950, 
the report reiterates the complaint 
of long delays in obtaining adjust 
ment of maximum prices, and men 
tions the possibility that if prices 
have to be increased much more, 
sales resistance may set in

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Sir Charles Tennyson at the Lunch 


HE declared policy of the fur- 

niture industry which pledged 
itself to the production of good 
furniture at the lowest prices 
consistent with a fair reward to 
all concerned could—if carried 
out in all industries—solve the 

ial and bl of 
the country, said Sir Charles 
Tennyson, C.M.G., secretary of 
the Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd., 
when he proposed the toast of 
“ British Industry” at the B.F.M. 
luncheon at the British Furniture 
Trades Exhibition at Earl’s Court 
yesterday (Wednesday). 


IR CHARLES began his speech 

by Saying that his presence at 
the luncheon recalled the very happy 
and interesting relations he had 
with many leading figures of the 
furniture industry when he was 
chairman of the Utility and Furni- 
ture Production Committee, 

“Those Committees, and your in- 
dustry with them, were faced with 
an almost impossible task—that of 
supplying the public with a reason- 
able product in reasonable quan- 
tities and at reasonable prices, when 
there were acute shortages of 
labour, material and transport, and 
the industry was disorganised by 
the diversion of many of its most 
efficient plants to munition produc- 
tion,” Sir Charles went on. 

“I myself learned a very 
deal from the work of those Com- 
mittees, and one thing was forcibly 
impressed on me, namely that the 
industry, both employers and em- 
ployees, possessed among its leaders 
men of vision and with a high sense 
of responsibility.” 

Sir Charles went on to speak of 
the National Labour Agreement, 
with its preamble, largely the work 
of his friends Mr, Greig and Mr 
Tomkins, in which co-operation by 
both sides of the industry was un- 
equivocally agreed. This spirit was 
also to be found in the affirmation 
made at the B.F.M. conference last 
May. 

Looking back over the last 30 
years, Sir Charles said that it 
seemed to him that industry had 
passed out of the age of exploita- 
tion and strife into the age of 
national service. It is becoming 
a great profession, with high 
standards of professional skill and 





great 


conduct—perhaps the most im- 
portant of all the professions. 


Sir Charles then went on to speak 
of éducation and training for indus- 
try and pointed out the difference 
between the time when Mr. H. A. L 
Fisher piloted his Bill through Par- 
liament and to-day. 

“Not only is the scheme of the 
Act being carried through this most 
difficult time with the consent of all 
parties,” said Sir Charles, “but in- 
dustrialists are taking a keen per- 
sonal interest in helping to bring 
the provisions of the Act into force, 
and even to anticipate these, where 
shortages of accommodation and 
staff make it impossible ‘to name 
the apopinted day—as in this 
county college scheme. 

“You have only to look at the 
enormous increases in the figures 
for day-time release to realise the 
truth of what I say, and am 
delighted to know that your indus- 
try is in the van here, as well as 
in the economic field, That you are 
giving increased attention to recruit- 
ment and training, and are taking 
steps to interest the retailer in the

Tenants to Buy Through Retailers 


HE Kensington Council is the 
latest to decide to trade in 
furniture—but through the retail 
furnisher. In a statement to the 
Press on Tuesday, this outline 
was given of the Council's inten- 
tions: 
Tenants moving into the coun 
cil’s flats will be able to furnish 
their new homes to suit their own 
tastes—and pay for the furniture in 
ith their rent. 
This scheme to lend tenants 
to set up house is being 
Kensington Council. It 
veans that newly-married couples 
llocated a home will not have to 
urn down the offer because they 
ave no furniture or have not the 
oney to buy it 
Families coming from rest centres 
r apartments where they have fur- 
iture for only one or two rooms 
ill also benefit. 
Applicants on the borough's 
ousing waiting list will be told to 
tate their requirements when their 
urn to be given a home is near 


They will be allowed to choose 
the furniture from any dealer. 


Then when the council’s approval 
» the deal has been given the extra 
mount to be paid on the rent will 
e fixed jointly by council officials 
nd the tenant 

The payment will be fixed accord 
iw to the means of the tenant. 
Alderman R. C. D. Jenkins, chair- 
an of the council's housing com 


mittee, said to a reporter: 


“The only extras to be paid by 
the tenant above the cost of the 
furniture wil] be a small amount 
to cover our office expenses in 
administering the scheme and in- 
terest.” 

He explained that the interest will 
be charged because the council 
might have to borrow the money 
themselves from the Public Works 
Loans Board. 

“It will be about 3 per cent plus 
4 per cent for official expenses,” he 
said. “It will all be included in the 
repayment scheme. 

“We have not worked out any 
financial arrangements yet. It will 
be a case of the ‘personal touch’ 
for every case. 

“For instance, a man who bor- 
rowed £50 to foot his furniture bill 
might pay it back at 15s. a week for 
eighteen months. 

“But if that didn’t suit his in- 
come we would work it out to 
meet him. There's no formula 
laid 
“T don’t think any other council 

has yet got as far as making a 
similar offer to its tenants—and we 
have 4,000 on our housing list. 

“Everyone of them is a ‘ possible’ 
to borrow money in this way. But 
we shall have to wait and see what 
reaction there is. We are waiting 
for the first couple to come forward 
and state their needs before we go 
into figures.” 


' December Furnishing Sales 
Maintained High Level 


Fe RNISHING sales during 
December were at the same 
level as November, whereas during 
the previous two years they de- 
clined. Turnover was 20 per cent 
higher than in December 1948, while 
for the February-December period 
the was 14 per cent 

The sample of firms giving separ 
ate figures for the sub-categories of 
furniture and bedding and furnish- 
ing fabrics and household textiles 
registered declines in both cate- 
wories, as they did in 1948, but were 
25 per cent and 17 per cent respec- 
tively, above the previous year’s 
figures, maintaining the increases

EW and important features, 
knowledge of which may 
benefit British manufacturers, 
are embodied in the mechanical 
handling system adopted in the 
finishing room of an American 
firm, the Kinde] Furniture Co. 
M*: CHARLES M. KINDEL, 
4 vice-president and production 
manager, president of the 
National Association of Furniture 
Manufacturers, told the World's 
American correspondent: “ With 
furniture now going through the 
finishing department in 50 per cent 
time than formerly, a corres- 
pondingly smaller inventory of 
work-in-process suffices.” 

With the 900 feet of conveyor line 
nstalled, the firm’s finishing depart 
ment actually takes up less space 
than before 

“We didn’t think this would be 
possible,” said Mr. Kindel, “but it 
is true. Conveyorising the depart 
ment also has resulted in greater 
uniformity of finish, improvement 
of quality, and less damage to pieces 
from jamming and bumping.”

The Kindel conveyor also differs 
from most finishing department 
systems in the Grand Rapids area 
because it incorporates no heated 
drying ovens. This was a big factor 
in the relatively low installation 
and in low maintenance and 
operating cost. 

“Furniture has to cool off after 
leaving heated drying ovens,” said 
Mr. Kindel, “and _ our _ studies 
showed these ovens unnecessary in 
our process since the furniture has 
ample time to dry in its normal 
movement between the work 
stations where the various coatings 
are applied.” 

An ingenious locking device is in 
cluded on the conveyor line; the 
pallet on reaching each work station 
is automatically stopped by a metal 
bracket in the middle of the track 
which raises it off the line and pre- 
vents it moving backwards, for- 
wards or sideways. In this position, 
it can be revolved by the operator 
for working on each side. <A _ foot

Chain Hoist 


A clutch is fitted to the motor 
drive pulley which does away with 
the use of electrical limit switches 
and serves as a complete protection 
against motor overloads. The 
clutches are pre-set to the required 
amount to release below the full 
load torque of the motor; they do 
not, it is claimed by the makers, re- 
quire attention again throughout the 
life of the friction facings. 

The drive from the motor to the 
gear box is by means of a vee belt 
which is mounted inside a cast 
aluminium case. The gear box units 
are of a special co-axial type, which 
is extremely compact, reliable, 
highly efficient and very hard wear- 
ing. The tooth form is designed to 
eliminate as much friction as pos- 
sible. The gearing is run in an oil 
bath to ensure a long life, and all 
the shafts are mounted on ball or 
roller bearings. 

A mechanical brake is fitted to 
the blocks and is operated from a 
Bowden cable which is fitted to the 
controller. The brakes are auto- 
matically released when the motor 
is switched on, in the upward or 
downward motions. An interesting 
feature is that the brakes, being 
fitted on the driven pulley, will sus- 
tain and hold the load at any point 


Tests of Correctness of 
Pitch and Loads 


The load chains are electrically 
welded, and are subjected to a test 
to ensure that the pitch is correct 
These are then tested for loads far 
in excess of the normal working 
loads of the blocks. The completed 
blocks are tested to an overload of 
50 per cent, and passed with test 
certificates 

All the blocks are of the single 
hook suspension type, and can be 
fitted on to the company’s standard 
travel trolleys, which are push, 
hand-geared, or electrically-driven 
as required. These travel trolleys 
can be supplied with plain or roller 
bearing travel wheels

Analyse Assembly Line 
Before Replanning 


By T. G. SADLER, A.M.LEc.A. 


| yremibclppaamcouen production de- 
mands accurate component parts 
which will assemble with the mini- 
mum of fitting or adjustment. Modern 
woodworking machinery helps to pro- 
vide this basic accuracy of parts. 
Shrinking and warping are troubles 
that must be overcome, and this is 
best done by proper kilning under 
scientific control, to provide constant 
moisture content. 

It is wise to pay attention to pro- 
duction from machines, to ensure an 
adequate flow of accurate parts before 
attempting to reorganise assembly. 
As many parts as possible should be 
standardised, e.g., drawer runners, 
etc., so that parts for several different 
suites can be produced in bulk. 


Job Breakdown and Analysis 


Before reorganising an assembly 
line, it is essential to analyse that line 
as it runs at the moment. Taking a 
wardrobe as an example, we have the 
following analyses :— 

Component Breakdown: 

Plinth 

Top 

Sides 

Internal divisions 

Drawers 

Fittings 
Operation Breakdown—Main

Use of Time-study 


To expose out-of-balance loss, it is 
necessary to time-study the entire 
assembly process.

stations may appear to be balanced; 
in actual fact, the men on some 
stations are working harder than 
normal, and those on the short-timed 
stations are working at less than nor- 
mal pace. It is in the interests not 
only of production, but also of a 
fair-minded attitude to labour, that the 
line should be balanced properly. 

Suppose 200 suites are required per 
44-hour week. This means one suite 
every 21 minutes. At 91 mins, per 
suite, with four stations, one suite 
will be produced every 22.7 mins. 
Since operators will beat this figure 
when they are on incentive, we can 
therefore plan the new line on a basis 
of four stations.

Note that, in practice, we have 
found it necessary to work to a 
20.75 min. cycle time on sub-assembly, 
instead of the 20-minute ideal. In 
spite of this, a considerable saving 
has been made, as will be shown 
later. 


Layout of the Line 


When an assembly line has been 
balanced, the next step is to see if 
any improvement can be made in the 
floor layout. Consider the layout of 
the department as originally laid out 
(Fig. 1). 

Note that, due to lack of balance, 
lack of synchronised flow, much space 
is required for “buffer stocks” be- 
tween operations. Operators are 
frequently called over to help with 
bottlenecks on other operations and 
build up these stocks. The sub- 
assembly benches are laid out in such 
a manner that parts have to be carried 
a long way to the assembly point. 
Doors, for instance, are carried from 
one corner of the department to the 
other. The whole arrangement con- 
sumes too much space, and encourages 
chaos. 

The new layout (Fig. 2) reduces the 
floor area required by approximately 
30 per cent. No buffer stocks are 
required because the line is balanced 
All sub-assembly benches are located 
adjacent to the main line station at 
which the parts made at these benches 
will be assembled. All raw material, 
in turn, is stored adjacent to the sub- 
assembly benches on which it will be 
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used, thus freeing the large storage 
area previously occupied, for other 
purposes. Less stock is required due 
to the balanced flow. 

Under the old method, there would 
be dissension between the men in 
various operations, because they 
would feel the unfairness of one 
man’s being required to carry out 
more work than another, for the same 
reward. There would be irritation 
caused by the chaotic layout necessi- 
tating a walk across the department 
for material, or to let someone know 
it was required: bumping into other 
people on the way and interrupting 
their work. The supervisor would not 
have full control, since the piles of 
material lying about would prevent 
his seeing what was going on in the 
department. 


Equality of New Methods 

With the new methods and new 
layout, each man has an equal task 
for an equal reward. Since the sub- 
assembly operators are asked to work 
approximately 2 per cent harder than 
the main line, their incentive should 
include a 2 per cent grant to cover 
this extra effort. Co-operation be- 
tween the men fs encouraged by the 
new method, because the dependence 
of one operation upon another is 
brought into greater prominence. 
There is no walking around, bumping 
into others and interrupting them, be- 
cause there is no need for it; and the 
supervisor can see the entire depart- 
ment from his office. 

By planned layout, scientific use of 
time-study, synchronisation of opera- 
tion times, and consideration of the 
human element, the new layout 
has: — 

(a) Reduced main line time loss 
per suite from 20.5 mins. to 0.7 
mins., from 20 per cent to under
